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HOLY CHUTE! 

Marty bucks to revive landmark

Bill O’Keefe remembers the 
long lines he and his friends used 
to suffer through as teenagers 
waiting to ride Coney Island’s 
famed Parachute Jump, the 262- 
foot-taU thrill ride that was once 
part of Steeplechase Park. 

In 1950, when he was just 16, 
O’Keefe remembers, the Parachute 
Jump — although tame by the stan- 
dards of today’s amusement park 
rides — made the experience of sit- 
ting that high in the air on a small 


seat, very unsettling. Especially, he 
added, when he and his friend were 
stuck in midair for 20 minutes. 

“We kept talking to one another 
and we would not look down, just 
out,” O’Keefe remembers, laugh- 
ing. “Occasionally you did get stuck 
up there, and they would tell you it 
was something mechanical. But it 
was a very popular ride. We had to 
wait in a long line to go up there 
and get stuck.” 

Now, 61 years since it first opened, 
the Parachute Jump may find the 
technology it requires in order to be 
restored as a working amusement 


Hero's mom 
seeks files

Sally Regenhard, the mother 
of Red Hook Firefighter 
Christian Regenhard, who per- 
ished in the World Trade 
Center on Sept. 11, has experi- 
enced many bittersweet victo- 
ries over the past 13 months. 

She founded the Skyscraper 
Safety Campaign to advocate for 
safer highrise buildings. 

She successfully lobbied for the 
National Construction Safety Team 
Act, which would require the Na- 
tional Institute of Standards and 
Technology (NIST) to dispatch 


park ride. On Sept 26, Borough Pres- 
ident Marty Markowitz revealed that 
the city Economic Development 
Corp. would undertake a $5 million 
restoration of the Parachute Jump, 
which since 1968 has stood dormant, 
first as a rusting tower and then as a 
repainted city landmark. 

“Today is not 1950, today is 
2002,” Markowitz said Thursday, 
noting at a breakfast meeting with 
local reporters and editors that new 
technology could easily put the ride 
back into motion. 

“I have taken it upon myself to 
bring it back, to make it operational 
once again,” Markowitz said. 
“When I was a boy, the Parachute 
Jump was Brooklyn’s landmark.” 
Markowitz said Mayor Michael 
Bloomberg is “interested” in seeing 
the Parachute Jump brought back to 
Coney Island as a seasonal tourist 
attraction. 

Janel Patterson, an EDC spokes- 
woman, said that the only project her 
agency is undertaking in reference to 
the Parachute Jump is its renovation, 
not its reopening as a ride. 

“The project that we are undertak- 
ing involves refurbishing of the Para- 
chute Jump, which includes things 
like lead paint abatement, structural 
repairs, correctional erosion prob- 
lems,” Patterson said. “Also, some 
pieces will need to be replaced and 
there will be the correction of metal 
fatigue and then repainting. It will not 
be operational. We are going to have 
to take apart the top half of it, take it 
down, and then reassemble it” 

Jon Benguiat, director of planning 
and development for Borough Hall, 
said any plans for the city-owned

March on 
Witnesses

With scathing placards, 
chants and banners, about 50 
Jehovah’s Witnesses from 
around the country, descended 
on their religion’s world head- 
quarters in Brooklyn Heights 
on Friday demanding a change 
of policy in handling reports of 
sexual abuse of minors. 

“All the people are here to say is, 
there is a problem with the policy 
and that policy needs to change,” 
said Bill Bowen, founder of Silent 
Lambs, the organizer of the march 
and an advocacy group for victims 
of child sexual abuse within the 

Bowen, of Benton, Ky., charged 
that child molesters are sent door- 
to-door to hand out literature as 
penance and that abusers can be el- 
evated to the status of elder, a lead- 
ership position in a congregation, 
after 20 years. 

In addition, while policy does 
not necessarily discourage victims 
from reporting sexual abuse to po- 
lice, Bowen said, retaliatory meas- 
ures are taken against those who 
notify the congregations of abusers 
within their ranks. 

Many of the marchers said they 
were victims of abuse at the hands 
of elders, essentially lay ministers, 
and others were disfellowshipped 
for speaking out on church policy. 

Barbara Anderson worked for 11 
years at the headquarters of the 
Watchtower Bible and Tract Soci- 
ety, the national headquarters of Je- 
hovah’s Witnesses, in Brooklyn 
Heights, and said she became

aware of the problem while writing 
for “Awake” a Watchtower publica- 
tion. She said she began to urge for 
a policy change several years ago 
and was subsequently disfellow- 
shipped, or ex-communicated. 

“Their policies don’t protect 
children,” Anderson said. 

Her precarious status with the 
church has led her son, his wife and 
her grandson to stop speaking with

‘Survivor’ hunk a Brooklyn cop

Each Thursday night, St. Francis 
College students and staff gather to 
watch “Survivor” in an administra- 
tive office at the school on Remsen 
Street between Court and Clinton 
streets in Brooklyn Heights. 

But these are not throwbacks to the 
sorority-like assemblies from the days of 
“Melrose Place” or “Beverly Hills 90210.” 
No, this is Brooklyn rooting for one of its 

Ken Stafford, a Bay Ridge resident, St. 
Francis alumnus and police officer with 
the 79th Precinct in Bedford-Stuyvesant, 
has joined the latest lineup of island cast- 
aways to scheme, connive and socialize 
their way to a $1 million prize. 

This season, Stafford, along with 15 
other competitors, have been marooned on 
the remote region of Koh Tarutao, Thai- 

Stafford, 30, holds a bachelor’s degree 


from St. Francis College, earned last May, 
and a degree in Police Science from the 
New York City Police Academy. He also 
holds a certified fitness professional cer- 
tificate from the National Academy of 
Sports Medicine. 

“The whole St. Francis community is 
pulling for him,” said college President 
Frank Macchiarola. “I know Ken is used 
to taming the concrete jungle in Brooklyn 
— I hope he’ll be as successful taming the 
jungle in Thailand.” 

Due to contractual agreements, Stafford 
is not allowed to speak with reporters until 
the show’s completion. 

A resident of Bay Ridge, Stafford, is 
unmarried with two American bulldogs, 
Bubba and Thumper. Stafford’s “luxury 
item,” one item per person that they can 
bring with them to the island, was his 
NYPD shield, and his status of “New York 
City Police Officer” has earned him ap- 
plause from the other competitors. 

The beached contestants were divided

Stafford was a third-round pick of the

Memorial for Peek held

Elected officials, police offi- 
cers, community activists and 
friends gathered Thursday at 
Christ Church on Clinton Sheet to 
remember the late Cobble Hill 
activist Carl Peek. 

Captain Thomas Harris, com- 
manding officer of the 76th 
Precinct, remembered the morning 
of Sept. 11, when Peek was the first 
through the stationhouse doors 
ready to volunteer. 

Judge Alex Calabrese, presiding 
judge of the Red Hook Community 
Justice Center — the only multi-ju- 
risdictional court in the country, 
containing a criminal court, part of 
a family court and a housing court 
— recalled Peek converting defen- 
dants sentenced to community 
service into volunteers. 

And Assemblywoman Joan 
Millman remembered a day last 
June, when Peek promised to help 
her petition at the Smith Street Fair. 

Unable to make it, Peek sent his 
domestic partner Andy Friedman in 
his place. 

Millman and Friedman spent 
about an hour and a half in the 
sweltering afternoon sun gathering 
30 signatures. When it came time 
to sign the sheets, however, Fried- 
man confessed he wasn't actually a 
registered Democrat. Election law 
mandates that petitioners for a can- 
didate must be registered members 
of that candidate’s political party. 

When a somewhat irritated Mill- 
man called Peek, he simply asked, 
“Did you have a good time?” 

“Yeah, Andy and I had a fine 
time,” Millman responded.

“Joan,” Peek said, “isn’t that the 
point?” 

With a sense of humor Millman 
described as “wicked at best,” and a 
hand in practically every element of 
his Cobble Hill community — from 
being president of the 76th Precinct 
Community Council to a member 
of the Independent Neighborhood 
Democrats — Peek seemingly 
knew everyone in the community. 

Peek, 59, died in his sleep Aug. 
23 at his home on Verandah Place. 

The story gleaned from the col- 
lection of memories at the gathering 
on Sept. 26 was a non-linear testa- 
ment to the man and his impact on 
the community, and while the recol- 
lections came like scattershot from 
every segment of Cobble Hill and 
surrounding communities, old and 
new, they wove together into a nar- 
rative as multi-faceted as the man. 

Bette Stoltz, executive director of 
the South Brooklyn Local Develop- 
ment Corporation, recalled back in 


1983, receiving a call from Vtnnie 
Dolan with a vision for Smith Street. 

Stoltz, who at the time was as- 
sisting various business develop- 
ment projects in Brooklyn, was told 
about a year later that funding for 
the SBLDC had been secured thanks 
to a proposal written by Peek. 

“Carl was actually the one who 
wrote the proposal that started 
Smith Street rolling,” she said. 

Recently, when noise complaints 
led to summonses of a bar on the 
strip, Peek immediately raced to its 
rescue to plead on the watering 
hole’s behalf at the 76th Precinct. 

“He probably never had a drink 
in the bar,” Harris said. “But he 
wanted to keep his options open.” 
Supreme Court Justice Abe 
Gerges, a former Brooklyn Heights- 
Cobble Hill City Councilman who 
helped secure funding for the hard- 
fought restoration of Peek’s beloved 
Cobble Hill Park, called the man his 
“favorite nudge.” 

In the mid-’ 80s, Peek lobbied the 
City Council for funds to restore the 
dilapidated park running between 
Henry and Clinton streets, from Ve- 
randah Place to Congress Street. As 
Gerges recalled the climate in city 
government at the time, essentially 
unwilling or unable to devote re- 
sources to more city gteenspaces, Peek 
helped found the Friends of Cobble 
Hill Park, a group set up to maintain 
and fundraise on the park’s behalf. 

The man who holds Gerges’ seat 
more than a dozen years later, Coun- 
cilman David Yassky, agreed that 
Peek was such a beloved “nudge,” 
that even a work- weary staff bright- 
ened at his arrival.

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Developer: 9th Street 
building is not a hotel

It’s long been envisioned 
by Carroll Gardens activists 
that the Gowanus Canal 
would someday be lined with 
waterside cafes and parks. 

“All of us who have lived 
here have the dream that this 
canal will one day be Brook- 
lyn’s Venice,” said Sen. Chuck 
Schumer last March when a 


cost-sharing agreement for a 
dredging study was signed by 
the city and the Army Corps of 
Engineers. 

Therefore, a sign for a “Bou- 
tique Hotel” on the side of a 
construction site for a six-story 
building at 165 West Ninth St. 
at Court Street, about a block 
from the canal, w< jmewhat 
remarkable, but probably pre- 
mature of the realization of 
Brooklyn’s Venetian dreams. 


The building is not planned to 
be a hotel and is being built as a 
six-story, eight-unit condomini- 
um with ground-floor retail. 

The hotel sign was merely 
“occupying ad space,” said 
George Dfouni, who answered 
the phone number listed by the 
Department of Buildings and 
described himself as an associ- 
ate of the building’s developer, 
GBD Development. 

The brick building is slated to 


be 70 feet tall, and should be 
completed by June. It will have 
three one-bedroom units and five 
two-bedroom units, said Dfuoni. 

Building plans submitted to 
the Buildings Department in- 
clude medical offices in the 
ground floor and commercial 
offices in the cellar. 

The area is zoned for mixed- 
use development and the build- 
ing can be built as-of-right with- 
out community review.

Shelter opponents fight for their due

In their first day in court, 
on Sept. 19, the Prospect 
Heights Action Coalition 
begged, “No more.” 

After the city moved 49 
families into 768 Pacific St. 
just days before their court 
date, the Prospect Heights Ac- 
tion Coalition’s attorney, Andy 
Weltchek, urged Judge Ster- 
ling Johnson to block the De- 
partment of Homeless Ser- 
vices from referring any more 
families to the facility planned 
to combine 768 Pacific with 
the property it abuts, 603 Dean 
St. until there is an official rul- 
ing in their case. 

While the Pacific Street 
side was brought on-line this 
month, the city’s lawyers said 
it would be about two months 
before 603 Dean St. was ready 
to receive clients. 

“I think that’s sufficient 
enough that you have a two- 
month window,” Johnson said. 
“And if that window closes 
you’ll be advised.” 

The coalition, in concert 
with several elected officials, 
has brought a federal lawsuit 
against Mayor Michael 
Bloomberg, the Department of 
Homeless Services and its 
commissioner, Linda Gibbs, 
as well as the owners of the 
buildings and the shelter oper- 
ator, Interim Housing Inc., 
charging that the siting of a 
96-unit homeless shelter vio- 
lated their 14th Amendment 
right to due process. 

The community was not 


given a public hearing on the 
matter until July 11, only 
weeks before the Pacific Street 
side opened. Residents fumed 
and immediately began refer- 
ring to the shelter as a “stealth 
project” both in their verbal 
and legal complaints. 

“We demand community in- 
put,” said Fort Greene Coun- 
cilman James Davis. 

Seated in the courtroom on 
Sept. 19, were Davis and As- 
semblyman Roger Green, later 
joined by state Sen. Velmanette 
Montgomery, along with 


members of the coalition. The 
gallery also held about 25 
Prospect Heights residents. 

The hearing was to consider 
the city and the developer’s 
motion to dismiss the case. 

Several times the case ap- 
peared to be on shaky ground 
as the judge sought to know 
why the case was being 
brought before a federal judge 
when the reviews that the 
plaintiffs claim were being cir- 
cumvented — such as the 
city’s Uniform Land Use Re- 
view Procedure (ULURP) or 


the State Environmental Qual- 
ity Review Act (SEQRA) — 
are not under federal jurisdic- 

Weltchek argued that by 
skirting these processes the de- 
fendants had violated their 
14th Amendment right. 

Johnson will rule on the mo- 
tion to dismiss on Oct. 21. 

Davis, Green and the coali- 
tion members left the court- 
room in high spirits, confident 
that their case would be heard. 

“We had three major victo- 
ries,” said Green. “Number 


one, the case was not dis- 
missed as has happened in the 
past. Number two, there was 
compelling talk about the argu- 
ment that our due processes 
were violated . . . and then also 
that families will not be placed 
into this Tier Two housing 
without notice to the judge and 
to the constituencies.” 

While the Department of 
Homeless Services has in the 
past been known to offer advi- 
sories only a day or two in ad- 
vance of moving families into 
shelters, Green said he was 


happy for the mandate of some 
type of forewarning. 

“[This] is the first time there 
have been any type of protocol 
or procedures,” he said. 

The coalition has so far spent 
more than $20,000 in legal fees, 
collected from local businesses 
and residents and at average of 
$100 per individual donation 
and $250 per business. 

“I hope the mayor and the 
commissioner understand that 
we will not go away,” said 
Francis Byrd, the coalition’s 
secretary. 


Ground breaks on 'Significant' building

The Significant Steps Child 
Development Center has taken 
a significant step of its own. 

On Sept. 23, the school broke 
ground on a new $2 million build- 
ing adjacent to the space it currently 
leases at 279 Third Ave., between 
President and Carroll streets. 

The forthcoming red brick, three- 
story, 6,000-square-foot center, 
which they hope to open this sum- 
mer, will double the center’s capac- 
ity for therapeutic, classroom and 
administrative space. 

“We’ll be able to accommodate 
at least 60 children in our class- 
rooms and expand the programs we 
offer,” said Susan Campbell, the 
clinical director at Significant Steps. 

The 10-year-old Significant 


Steps currently serves about 170 
developmentally disabled children, 
up to age 3, free of charge. The 
school operates on federal and state 
funding. 

With about 30 children served 
on-site in morning and afternoon 
classes, in speech and occupational 
therapy, the center also holds an 80- 
square-foot sensory integration 
room to hone senses of touch and 
coordination in developmentally 
disabled children so that they can 
develop an adaptive response to 
their environs. 

The existing sensory integration 
room, however, can only hold one 
small toddler swing due to space re- 
strictions. The new building will 
have a 700-square-foot sensory inte- 
gration room with state-of-the-art 
suspension equipment that can em- 
ploy five therapists at a time. 


“We are at the threshold of our 
future,” Campbell said of the new 
facility. “A new decade for Signifi- 
cant Steps.” 

The vacant lot upon which the 
school will be built is owned by 
Paul and Joseph Fauci, who reject- 
ed offers to develop it into a park- 
ing garage. 

“I didn’t want to put oil tankers 
in the middle of houses,” Joseph 
Fauci said. 

“I wanted something else and 
[when] they approached me, I said

“We’ve been here all these 
years,” said Monique Denon- 
cin, president of the Vinegar 
Hill Association (VHA). “And 
now we’ll get company.” 

Developer Michael D’An- 
nunzio presented plans to the 
VHArecendy for his five-story 
apartment building. D'Annun- 
zio purchased the 5,000- 
square-foot just under a year 
ago in an open bidding process. 

With a brick-and-stucco fa- 
cade, and standing at about 58 
feet — not including the eleva- 
tor shaft’s 12-foot extension on 
the roof — the building was 
met with mostly positive re- 
view from the VHA, who 
sought information about how 
well the building would fit into 
the industrial fabric of the area. 

“It will probably look like a 
factory building, a lot like 
what’s around here,” D’Annun- 
zio told the VHA members. “I 
try to make things look like 
what’s already here.” 

D'Annunzio, of Green- 
point, holds a background in 
renovation projects around 
Williamsburg and Greenpoint, 
where his M & E contracting 
company is based. 

The building will contain 
about 15 one-bedroom units 
and 1 1 two-bedroom units, to 
be priced “comparable to 
everything that’s around here,” 
D’Annunzio said. Specific fig- 
ures, however, were not yet fi- 
nalized, he said. 

The building will also in- 
clude 13 parking spaces at the 
rear of the building and trees to 
line the front of the property. 

The development is “as-of- 
right,” meaning it matches all 
the zoning and building re- 
quirements for the area, so 
public review is not required 
for the project to begin. 

D'Annunzio said he hoped 
to complete the building in 
about a year. 

The VHA expressed some 
gratification that the neighbor- 
hood would become more heav- 
ily trafficked with the new con- 
struction. In the past, residents 
have bemoaned the somewhat 
secluded quality of the neighbor- 
hood, raising fears about pedes- 


trian safety on the streets and in 
and around the York Street F- 
train subway station. 

Those concerns were pivotal 
to the approval of another, con- 
siderably larger development, 
in DUMBO at 100 Jay St. 

The 18-story, 153-unit, 
Light Bridges at Jay Street, 
passed the city’s Uniform 
Land Use Review Procedure 
last January, with the endorse- 
ment of the VHA and the 
DUMBO Neighborhood As- 
sociation. 

Neighborhood groups ini- 
tially expressed some anxiety 
about the size of the building, 
but then countered that addi- 
tional pedestrian traffic and 
lighting would be welcome 
additions to the neighborhood.

The City Planning Commission 
is responsible for reviewing and 
approving land use matters in the 
city, such as the mapping of city 
streets, the designation of urban re- 
newal areas, the disposition of city- 
owned land for private develop- 
ment, and rezoning and building 
applications. The 13-member body 
is comprised of seven mayoral ap- 
pointees, an appointee of the public 
advocate and one from each bor- 
ough president. 

With issues coming up in and 


around Williams’ home turf, in- 
cluding the institution of height 
limits in Park Slope, Downtown

A member of Community Board 
6. Wdliams is also chairwoman of 
the Caribbean American Center for 
New York, and on the boards of the 
Red Hook-Gowanus Chamber of 
Commerce, the South Brooklyn 
Empire Zone and the Brooklyn 
Children’s Museum.

Court for mentally ill 
defendants opens here

The Eileen Dugan Senior 
Center has a new lease on life. 

Under the terms of a new 10- 
year lease, Crosstown Manage- 
ment pardoned $14,000 in ar- 
rears and agreed not to increase 
the center’s rent for the next 
four years. In exchange, the 
city’s Department for the Aging 
will pay the center’s annual 
$60,000 utility bill. 

About 80 seniors gathered in 
the center’s cafeteria Tuesday 
afternoon to celebrate the new 
lease with elected officials who 
bartered for the compromise. 

“The Eileen Dugan Senior 
Center is like the heart and soul 
of the Carroll Gardens commu- 
nity,” said Assemblywoman 
Joan Millman. “And there was 
no way that we . . . were going 
to stand by and do nothing 
while they attempted to close 
the center.” 

The building on Court Street 
between First Place and Presi- 
dent Street, which houses the 
20-year-old senior center — 
named after the late Brooklyn 


Heights and Carroll Gardens 
Assemblywoman Eileen Dugan 
— was faced with a rent hike 
and the city claimed to be un- 
able to commit to covering the 
escalating fees under its austere 
budget. 

For most of the center’s exis- 
tence, the building had been 
owned by the International 
Longshoreman’s Association 
(ILA) but several years ago the 
building was purchased by An- 
thony Musto, president of the 
Queens-based Crosstown Realty 
Corp. The lease came up for 
rer g t on and the increase in 
neighborhood property values 
prompted the owners to increase 

According to Max Minauro, 
the director of the center, the 
rent increase would have nearly 
doubled the annual rent from 
$120,000 to $238,000, not in- 
cluding what was owed in ar- 

Among the officials who ad- 
vocated for the center’s lease 
were Millman, Park Slope-Car- 
roll Gardens Councilman Bill 
DeBlasio, state Sen. Martin 
Connor, Borough President 


Marty Markowitz and DeBla- 
sio’s predecessor, Stephen DiB- 

DeBlasio and DiBrienza each 
searched for alternative space, 
but with requirements for an in- 
dustrial sized kitchen and load- 
ing dock for an establishment 
with as much volume as the 
Eileen Dugan Senior Center, no 
cost-effective substitute could 
be located. 

Attorney Eugene Hurkin, of 
Cobble Hill, worked on the case 
pro bono and kept it tied up in 
court while the officials attempt- 
ed to negotiate with the landlord 
and the Department for the Ag- 
ing. 

Eventually, a deal proposed 
by the landlord himself became 
part of the bargain. 

Last March, the Department 
for the Aging told The Brooklyn 
Papers that the landlord had of- 
fered to drop the rent increase if 
the city would agree to pay the 
utilities. Facing debilitating 
budget cuts the city questioned 
the feasibility of being able to 
absorb those costs. 

With the Aging Department 
covering utilities, the landlord

“The end of this story is like

New York’s first court 
dedicated to the handling 
of nonviolent cases of 
defendants with serious 
and persistent mental ill- 
ness opened in Brooklyn 
on Tuesday. 

The Brooklyn Mental 
Health Court, which has op- 
erated as a pilot program 
since March, will offer defen- 
dants with mental illness like 
schizophrenia and bipolar dis- 
order with an alternative to 
incarceration by providing the 
support and structure they 
need to avoid further criminal 
behavior. 

Chief Administrative Judge 
Jonathan Lippman, at a news 
conference officially opening 
the special court, said it “'will 
help ensure that those mentally 
ill defendants who do not pose 
a threat of violence receive ef- 
fective treatment that gets them 
out of the criminal justice sys- 


The judge cited a recent 
study that showed 25 percent 
of defendants arraigned in 
Brooklyn suffered from a se- 
rious psychiatric disorder. 

Chief Judge Judith Kaye, 
who was unable to attend 
due to a leg injury, said in a 
statement: “When mental ill- 
ness is a factor in lawless- 
ness and that fact is ignored, 
the result can be an unpro- 
ductive recycling of the per- 
petrator through the criminal 
justice system time and 
again, with dire conse- 
quences to us all.” 

Until now, mentally ill de- 
fendants had two options. 
They could be released back 
onto the streets “to the peril 
of the community,” Kaye 
said, or face incarceration — 
“often a way station to more 
severe illness, anti-social be- 
havior and criminal activity.” 
Defendants whose cases 
are heard by the special court 


will be carefully monitored 
through the coordination of 
the mental health and crimi- 
nal justice systems. Defen- 
dants also will be subject to 
rigorous judicial monitoring, 
including regular appearances 
before a judge. They risk im- 
prisonment if they fail to 
meet their obligations. 

The district attorney’s of- 
fice will be responsible for 
approving cases to the special 
court. Defendants will then 
undergo psychiatric examina- 
tions and agree to plead guilty 
to the crime as charged. Sen- 
tencing will be deferred until 
the defendant can demon- 
strate successful long-term 
compliance with the court- 
mandated treatment program. 
The charges at that point will 
be reduced or dismissed. 

The special court operates 
out of a room in state 
Supreme Court in Brooklyn, 
and is presided by Justice 
Matthew J. D’Emic.

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Bribe judge out sick at sentencing

Disgraced former Brook- 
lyn Supreme Court Judge 
Victor Barron was sup- 
posed to be sentenced 
Monday for extorting a 
six-figure bribe from an 
attorney in a civil case over 
which he presided. 

Instead, he sent his defense 
attorney with a doctor’s note. 

Barron was a no-show on 
Monday, Defense attorney 
Barry Kamins explained to 


Supreme Court Justice Nicholas 
Colabella that his client was 
unable to make it due to com- 
plications from elective hernia 
surgery that he underwent on 
Sept. 11 and then an unexpect- 
ed second operation last 
Wednesday related to his 
prostate. 

Kamins gave Colabella a note 
from Barron’s doctor asking that 
sentencing be adjourned to Oct. 
31 to give Barron time to recu- 
perate. A none-too-pleased Col- 
labella rescheduled the sentenc- 
ing for Oct 28. 

“I would suggest that some- 


one who has had a catheter in 
him for several days and has 
experienced great difficulty is 
not trying to escape a court ap- 
pearance,” Kamins told re- 
porters outside the courtroom. 

Barron pleaded guilty last 
month to soliciting a bribe in 
excess of $100,000 and accept- 
ing $18,000 as a down pay- 
ment. In exchange, he will re- 
ceive a recommended sentence 
of three to nine years in prison. 

On Jan. 22, Barron, was ar- 
rested at his Marine Park home 
for demanding a $250,000 
bribe from attorney Gary 


Berenholtz, to settle a $4.9 
million personal injury lawsuit 
against Dollar Rent A Car and 
Evenflo, a car seat manufac- 
turer. The case was based on 
an accident that occurred on 
Oct. 23, 1998, which left a 3- 
month-old girl blind and se- 
verely brain-damaged. 

As the case was reaching a 
settlement, Barron took Beren- 
holtz for a walk outside the 
courthouse, at 15 Willoughby 
St., and demanded a $250,000 
payoff to sign the court order. 
Berenholtz initially resisted 
but then struck a deal to pay 


the judge $115,000. 

Berenholtz reported the de- 
mand to law enforcement and 
wore a wire when making the 
first payment of $18,000 in 
marked cash. The marked cash 
and the transcripts were pre- 
sented as evidence in the case. 

Despite calls for a special 
prosecutor due to findings of 
patronage in the Brooklyn ju- 
diciary and between the judici- 
ary and the Democratic Party 
in Brooklyn this year, Brook- 
lyn District Attorney Charles 
Hynes insisted he would per- 
sonally prosecute the case, his

first prosecution since 1987, 
when he won convictions 
against three white teenagers 
involved in the murder of a 
23-year-old black man in 
Howard Beach.

Though Barron faced a 
maximum of five to 15 years 
in prison, three to nine years 
would be the longest prison 
term ever given to a judge in 
the state of New York. 

After his guilty plea, Barron 
said, “There is much that I 
have to say to the public, my 
wife, my friends and former 
colleagues, however, it’s going 
to have to wait until the day 
I’m sentenced.” 

Barron resigned after 14 
years on the bench, shortly be- 
fore his plea was entered. He 
will receive a $97,000 annual 
pension even while in prison.

dler finds the damdest things 
to get into,” says a mother of a 
2-year-old girl and a 10- 
month-old boy.

When you’re upset about 
something your preschooler 
has done, like cutting up a 
bedspread, consider the child’s 
perspective.

Even when a mom is busy 
with her baby and distracted, 
it’s vital to find time for the 
old standbys for her pre- 
schooler: Childproofing, su- 
pervision and redirection. 

And be thankful there have 
been no injuries, some parents 
suggest. Injuries, the leading 
cause of death of children 
younger than age 4 in the 
United States, often occur be- 
cause parents are unaware of 
what their growing children 
can do, the American Acade- 
my of Pediatrics says. 

"This mom had better go 
back and re-childproof her 
home,” says a mother of four 
who finds it a challenge to 
make supplies available to her 
older kids while keeping them 
safely away from their 
younger siblings. 

"Try keeping a better eye 
on her and getting her in- 
volved with taking care of the 

Three-year-olds have an in- 
tense sense of curiosity and 
are quick to imitate what their 
parents do, says Sal Severe, 
PhD, author of “How to Be- 
have So Your Preschooler 
Will, Too!” (Viking, 2002). 

Some preschoolers are 
more curious and energetic 
than others, and that energy 
needs to be directed in a posi- 
tive way so they aren’t de- 
structive, Severe says. 

“If your child sees you cut- 
ting, she’ll want to cut,” says 
Severe, a school psychologist. 
“Most of this mother’s con- 
cerns can be eliminated by 
simply putting away the scis- 
sors and pens, and childproof- 
ing the rest of the house.”

gests, focus on teaching her 
the basics — to draw on pa- 
per, and to cut only paper with 
child-safe scissors that you 
provide. 

At 3, a child has better use 
of her fingers and is interested 
in discovering what she can do 
with a fascinating tool such as 
a pair of scissors, along with 
crayons, paint, glitter, glue and 
clay. Many parents find it 
helpful to have a box full of 
non-toxic supplies and scrap 
paper, and a designated place 
where the child paints, draws 
and cuts — with adult supervi- 

One way to guide a 3-year- 
old’s behavior: Tap into her 
desire to copy mom or dad 
and to be a helper. 

“Preschoolers are more 
willing to do things if they feel 
they are being helpful,” says 
Severe, whose family includes 
a 3-year-old boy. 

Mom needs to involve her 
child in the care of the baby, 
and reassure the child of her 
place in the family. 

“Even though mom needs 
her downtime, the 3-year-old 
needs her, too,” Severe says. 
“She’s still a small child and 
can’t be expected to be inde- 
pendent.” 

Other ways parents let their 
preschoolers safely imitate 
and help: 

•Store knives, forks and 
scissors out of reach and sepa- 
rately from utensils such as a 
sifter or big spoons that a child 
can safely use as your helper 
in the kitchen. 

•Give your child a set of 
child-size gardening tools so 
you can dig and plant together 
outside.

Parachute Jump, which falls under the jurisdiction of the city Parks 
Department, would have to be approved by the city Landmarks 
Preservation Commission. It is unlikely that the rehabilitation of the 
tower would begin before 2004, he said, adding that EDC could then 
select a private operator, probably through a request for proposals. 

The Parachute Jump was designed by retired Naval Air Com- 
mander James F. Strong in the mid-1930s to train paratroopers. But 
Strong began to receive so many requests for rides on his contrap- 
tion that he developed a more public-friendly version that included 
seats for two and shock absorbers at the base. He successfully oper- 
ated a 200-foot jump in Chicago and then applied for permits to 
build and operate a jump at the 1939 New York World’s Fair. 

At the close of the Fair in 1940, Edward Tilyou purchased it 


and brought the jump to Steeplechase Park. It opened for the 
1941 season and offered 12 two-seater chutes. Each chute would 
be pulled up to the top of the tower, then passengers would feel a 
slight jolt, followed by the sound of the parachute bursting open 
and passengers would then hurtle to the ground. Shock absorbers 
at the bottom would bounce passengers back up into the air sev- 
eral times before they came to a stop. 

Steeplechase Park closed in 1964, but the ride did not shut 
down until 1968, when weather conditions and high maintenance 
costs led to its demise, Markowitz said. The structure, which 
Markowitz likes to call “Brooklyn’s Eiffel Tower,” was declared 
a city landmark on July 10, 1977. 

O’Keefe, a retired Fire Department lieutenant and lifelong Bay 
Ridge resident, recalled that Parachute Jump riders had to take 
their shoes off before boarding. Regardless of what rules would 
be reinstated for riders, he said the Parachute Jump’s reopening 
would bring people from all over New York City. 

“I think people would travel to ride that and maybe have a hot 
dog at Nathan’s,” O’Keefe said.

her and her husband, Anderson said. 

“[Families] don’t want to bring reproval [sic] on God’s organi- 
zation, as they call it,” she said. 

Erica Garza, now 23, had an even more difficult tale to tell, 
sharing her story of molestation and rape at the hands of an elder 
that began when she was just 4-years-old and living in Washing- 
ton State. The abuse continued until she was 11 and moved to 
California with her family. There, she said, she was again abused, 
from the age of 12 until she was 16. 

Finally, she told her brother in 1996, and went public with her 

“I told [the elders] that I was going to go to the police and they 
said ‘Don’t,’” Garza said. “I couldn’t take it any more. I had been 
abused all my life.” 

She said that when she went to court, 70 members of the con- 
gregation gathered to support the defendant. 

The man, Manuel Beliz, was found guilty of two counts of 
child molestation and two counts of child rape and was sentenced 
to 11 and a half years in prison. 

“At his sentencing, [congregants] spoke on his behalf saying I 
was the bad one,” Garza said. 

She said she failed to bring charges against the man who alleged- 
ly abused her in California before the statute of limitations ran out 
because she could not bring herself to fight both battles at once. 

“It was just too stressful,” she said. 

Jehovah's Witnesses are evangelical Christians who do not cel- 
ebrate birthdays or Christmas, and are not allowed to accept 
blood transfusions or serve in the military. They have six million 
members worldwide. 


Bowen has collected more than 5,000 reports within the church 
dating back to the 1950s from all over the country. The anecdotal 
evidence he has gathered, he said, indicates that about 80 percent of 
the victims are young girls and about 60 percent of the abuse inces- 
tuous, with the remaining 40 percent occurring within the congrega- 
tion. The typical victim ranges in age from 4 to 14, he said. 

During the demonstration, the Watchtower issued a public state- 
ment asserting that members that are accused of molestation or 
abuse are not protected nor do they qualify for leadership positions. 

J.R. Brown, a Watchtower spokesman, said that every congre- 
gation has been notified in writing, “not to interfere with anyone’s 
right to report child abuse.” 

“That’s a bald-faced lie,” countered Garza. ‘My dad was removed 
as an elder because he supported me. I know this from experience.” 

“If the state requires us, we report it,” Brown said. “If the state 
does not, we leave it up to the parent.” 

Asked about why members such as Anderson and Bowen were 
disfellowshipped, he said, “When anyone is ex-communicated or 
disfellowshipped we don’t state the reasons. That’s been our poli- 
cy since the ‘50s.” 

Standard reasons for being kicked out of the church, he added, 
were immorality such as stealing, lying or fornication. 

As the marchers walked to building No. 25 at Columbia and 
Vine streets, workers parted the curtains to view them. As the 
spirited procession confronted the Watchtower employees, the 
curtains were swiftly pulled closed. 

Bowen gave “courage” awards to those who have spoken out on 
child abuse within the religion. Garza was among those awarded. 

The tempers of the marchers came close to boiling over on 
several occasions, as members of the assembly shouted at people 
leaving the Watchtower headquarters. 

As a man shouted at a person leaving the building, “You 
should be ashamed of yourself!” Garza paused. 

“I don’t think they should be ashamed of themselves,” she 
said. “I just think they should protect children.”

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Arab leader says she didn’t 
‘rip’ cops at Heights meeting 


To the editor: 

On Friday [Sept. 20], when I opened 
The Park Slope Paper, I was confronted 
by an inflammatory and disturbing piece 
with the following headline: “Arabs in 
Heights rip cops.”

Peek was bom and raised in Millville, N.J., the son of Mary and 
Rulon Peek, a retired state trooper who later served three terms as 
mayor of the town. 

He graduated from Ursinas College, in Valley Forge, Pa., in 1965 
and began a career as a salesman, earning the distinction as the first 
person in the country to sell an amber prescription bottle, created to 
retard the effects of light on medicine. 

Peek spent 10 years in book publishing, specializing in art books and 
Judaica, and in 1985 began a career in real estate opening his own firm 
in 1986 and then working with William B. Ross Realty most recently. 

Peek moved to Cobble Hill in the late 1970s and made his im- 
pression in practically every sector of community life including serv- 
ing on Community Board 6, as a board member of the SBLDC, and 
as vice president of the Cobble Hill Association. Last November, he 
received the association’s Neighborhood Heroes Award. 

“No matter who you call ‘the mayor of Cobble Hill,’ it was never 
in doubt, Carl Peek was the sheriff,” said Howard Graubard, a friend 
and district director for state Senate Minority Leader Marty Connor 
of Brooklyn Heights. Myriad community concerns were usually met 
with the advice, “Call Carl,” Graubard recalled. 

“Without him, Cobble Hill would be a very different place, but 
surely not better,” he said.

Art in 


Britain s past art controversies 
make for a new sensation

W ith a nod to the commo- 
tion caused at the Brook- 
lyn Museum of Art by the 
“Sensation” exhibit two years 
ago, the museum has recently un- 
veiled “Exposed: The Victorian 
Nude,” rewinding British art his- 
tory and its attendant controver- 
sies back to the Victorian era. 

The latest exhibit is a series of 
works depicting nudes created 
between 1837 and 1901. In the 
accompanying text, art historians 
recall the difficulties of creating 
these works, especially if an artist 
wanted to work with, or learn 
how to draw, a living, nude mod- 
el, and attempts at censoring 
some of the artists. 

The Brooklyn Museum of Art 
is the only North American venue 
for the exhibit, organized by the

Tate Britain. It includes 150 
works ranging from enormous 
paintings to small sculptures to 
photography and even a film of a 
Victorian woman’s burlesque act. 

But in a nudge-nudge, wink- 
wink fashion, the last room of the 
show — dark with shadows and 
black gauzy drapes — houses 
racy films and photographs that 
are stark, amateurish documenta- 
tion of young naked women, 
men and children. 

As someone who’s accus- 
tomed to viewing artwork hang- 
ing in a sterile unadorned room 
or in an artist studio, finding my- 
self with strangers in a darkened 
room looking at photographs of 
nude women and children was a 
bit unsettling. 

Still, there is a lot to be dis- 
covered in this show: this is the 
era when the word ‘pornogra- 
phy’ entered the lexicon, and a 
distinction was made between 
good nudity and bad nudity. The 
viewer comes to appreciate the 
difficulties and stigmas attached 
to a painter who created these 
works of art, so it seems that the 
titillating title and shadowy back- 
room (shunted away like the adult 
film section of a video store), de- 
signed by Matthew Yokobosky, 
are just more of the museum’s un- 
necessary hucksterism. 

The majority of the artwork is 
surprisingly, gloriously colorful 
and vivacious, many on a grand 
scale, and as the curators were 
aware, it does occur to the viewer 
that the subject matter is surpris- 
ingly previent in art during an 
era that is associated with so 
much modesty and restraint. The 
works speak for themselves, and 
the exhibit’s title — and drapery 
— might keep the less adventur- 
ous away from some wonderful 
compositions. 

There’s Edward John Poyn- 
ter’s “Andromeda,” a nude 
woman chained to a cliff, her 
head turned to the side. Her 
turquoise wrap is caught by the 
wind and roils around her, echoed 
by the beating of the waves on the 
rocks. It’s a harmonious blend of 
colors and shapes and even sub- 
ject matter — pitting the defense- 
less human against nature’s pow- 
erful forces. 

Dante Gabriel Rossetti’s 
“Venus Verticordia” is a woman’s 
nude torso nestled among a riot of 
roses and other carefully painted 
flowers. She’s ringed with a halo.

and butterflies alight in her hair 
and on her arrow. It’s a meditation 
on beauty, and even dangerous 
beauty, as the sharp point on her 
arrow suggests. 

Other paintings are even more 
glorious: Herbert Draper’s “The 
Lament for Icarus” captures the 
fallen, shapely mythic character 



lying on a bed of his spectacular 
outstretched wings. The sun sets 
behind him (what light!), and his 
lifeless body is surrounded by 
delicate, nude sea nymphs. Arthur 
Hacker’s “The Cloud” depicts a 
nude woman reclining on a cloud 
and surrounded by other less de- 
fined figures in and among the 
clouds. It seems as if Hacker 
snatched the white tufts — illumi- 
nated by sunlight — right from 
the blue sky and employed them 
in this painting. It is so ethereal it 
doesn’t seem as though it could 


come from paint and a brush. It, 
too, is a masterpiece, yet there are 

As far as the backroom, 
whether or not it is pornography 
— or whether or not it inspires las- 
civious thoughts — is really in the 
eye of the beholder (at least ac- 
cording to “Alice in Wonderland” 
author Lewis Carroll, whose 
writings and photographs of nude 
children are on display there). 

Carroll’s hand-colored photo- 
graph, “Evelyn Hatch reclining,” 
is a child lying nude on the floor 
with her hands behind her head, 
her eyes looking direcdy, maturely 
at the viewer. (These photographs 
were not kept by Carroll but made 
for and given to the girls' families.) 
Carroll wrote, “[T]he real distinc- 
tion between sin and innocence, in 
pictures ... is whether it stimulates 
. . . sinful feelings, or not. The case 
of the agent, and of the receiver, 
must be kept distinct.” 

I felt that his portrait of Hatch 
was a far cry from the typical fam- 
ily shot of a naked infant getting a 
bath in the kitchen sink. 

Comparatively, Annie Swyn- 
nerton’s “New Risen Hope,” an 
impressionistic painting of a tod- 
dler’s torso, could more easily be 
taken for jubilant innocence, but 
given the recent stories of mur- 
dered children like Jon Benet- 
Ramsey and the pervasive photo- 
graphs of her in makeup and 
mature clothing, seeing Hope’s 
red mouth parted, head reared 
back and eyes turned askance, the 


painting, sadly, does not carry the 
same unrestrained happiness it 
may have evoked in 1904. It 
makes this 21st-century viewer 
feel unsettled. 

Looking at a batch of art from 
another time can’t help but lead 
one to make comparisons to the 
present. It seems that while on 
one hand we are more protective 
of our children’s photos — espe- 
cially on the Internet — many of 
the same stigmas and prejudices 
regarding adult nudity are still 
with us today. While some of the 
Victorian sensibilities seem prud- 
ish, clamping down on a person’s 
right to free speech and free ex- 
pression is still commonplace to- 
day and is something American 
artists continue to guard against. 

The show explains that John 
Everett Millais was compelled to 
cut out the head and torso of his 
female nude figure, who was 
turned toward her rescuer, in 
“The Knight Errant” because of 
predominantly poor reviews. He 
then painted-in the woman's 
head, modestly looking away 
from her knight in shining armor. 

The exhibit is dense with re- 
search and with art that will make 
you catch your breath and others 
that will make you shake your 
head at the silliness. Tt may be 
more than a century old, but it 
succeeds in putting today’s art- 
work in a fresh context and gives 
viewers a new perspective.

Combinators 

20th century compositions 
make for thrilling backdrops

T his month’s 20th Next Wave Festival performances are 
appropriately dominated by innovative 20th-century mu- 
sic, often paired with video imagery. 

American composer Steve Reich is no stranger to BAM — 
his seminal percussion piece “Drumming” was danced to by 
a Belgian troupe last season. 

Reich and video artist Beryl Korot have teamed up this 
season for “Three Tales,” a cautionary tale about the dangers 
of technology, demonstrated by the Hindenburg disaster, 
1945 atomic bomb 
tests and cloned 
sheep Dolly. 

“Steve’s music 
has many influ- 
ences,” says BAM 
executive producer 
Joseph V. Melillo. 

“It’s contemporary, 
it’s electronic, and [in 
‘Three Tales’] it’s 
be fully enhanced 
by the marriage of 
musicians and singers 
integrated into the vi- 
sual material.” 

While ‘Three Tales” 
weds Reich’s current 
music with digital 
video, French-Alger- 
ian choreographer 
Angelin Preljocaj 
melds his singularly 
modernist dance style to two difficult works from both ends 
of the 20th century: iconoclastic German composer Karl- 
heinz Stockhausen’s bizarre “Helikopter” Quartet (from 
1993) and Igor Stravinsky’s brash, brutal “The Rite of 
Spring” (from 1913). 

“He is the most exciting choreographer working today,” 
Melillo says of Preljocaj. “Stockhausen’s quartet is marked 
by a relentless pounding of string instruments — the heli- 
copter’s propellers are heard while the quartet performs. 
[Preljocaj’s dance] is a marriage of video, movement and 
Stockhausen’s score.” 

And Preljocaj’s take on Stravinsky’s primal ballet? “It is, 
in a word, ferocious,” Melillo explains. “You will feel threat-

honda, a focus group coordinator 
with the gravely voice of a Mafia 
, Don, is on the phone. 

‘Tina” she rumbles. “Do you do 
sandwiches?’ 

“How does one ‘do’ a sandwich?” I 
asked, wondering what kind of focus 
group she had in mind. 

“Do you love them?” she growled. 
“Is a sandwich, like, your favorite thing 
to eat? We're looking for total sandwich 
freaks! People who would rather eat a 
sandwich than, I don’t know what. Eat 
a 10-course meal at Le Cirque? Get it 
on with a hunky stud? Win the lottery?’ 

“Of course I’m a sandwich freak!” I 
said with a laugh. “I can’t get enough 
of them! Love them! LOVE them! 
LOVE THEM!” (Rhonda isn’t a stick- 
ler for the truth. I just fill a seat at one 
of the groups she books and say, “I 
love” whatever I’m being paid $100 to 
love. She gets her commission, I go 
home happy, and the company paying 
for our opinions, oblivious to the 
roomful of liars Rhonda has gathered, 
is happy, too.) 

I've attended focus groups with total 
Dannon Yogurt freaks, total Oscar Mey- 
er hot dog freaks, and have sided with 
total Windex freaks. (We preferred it 
over generic window cleaners.) 

This time (Rhonda would be amused 
to know), I answered truthfully. I do 
love sandwiches. Always have. As a 
child, I loved toasted English muffins 
spread with sweet butter and topped 
with slices of ripe tomatoes. 

I vaguely remember my first kiss, but 
the memory of my first meadoaf sand- 
wich (garlicky with lots of hot gravy)

will stay with me forever. 

And, oh, the simplicity of the panini 
I had at breakfast in Italy (they “do” 
sandwiches for breakfast there) — 
pressed as flat as a pancake and served 
hot off the grill: the filling was one slice 
of prosciutto and a bit of parmesan. It 
was a sandwich that celebrated the 
bread as much as the filling. It was thin, 
rich, compact elegant — a revelation. 

Tom Perez serves a panini at his Le 
Petit Cafe on Court Street in Carroll 
Gardens that reminded me of my first 
panini in Rome. (Eat the panini al fres- 
co, in the cafe’s new garden — which 
recendy opened after five months of 
renovations that tripled the size of the 
cafe.) Perez buys ciabatta bread spe- 
cially baked with semolina flour from 
nearby Caputo’s bakery. The bread is 


crusty outside, tender inside and, when 
pressed, creates a delicate yet chewy 

His panini No. 1, from a menu of 16, 
sports thin layers of prosciutto, fontina 
cheese, mushrooms marinated in vine- 
gar and a touch of oregano, and a few 
leaves of arugula. It is that little touch of 
vinegar that cuts through the richness of 
the cheese and prosciutto and gives the 
sandwich an acidic spark. 

The panini No. 2: roasted eggplant, 
scamorza (mozzarella made from 
cow's milk), and a smoked prosciutto 
called “speck,” was drizzled with a lit- 
tle fruity olive oil. Both panini, with 
their perfect balance of bread to filling, 
make the overstaffed, knife-and-fork 
sandwiches Americans are used to 
seem vulgar. 

Brian Karp and Chris Evans, owners 
of Press 195. a sandwich and wine bar 
that opened this summer on Fifth Av- 
enue in Park Slope, could qualify as to- 
tal sandwich freaks. Stop in on a Satur- 
day and you’ll find them behind the 
grill, assembling and pressing sand- 
wiches and pitching in when the wait- 
resses get swamped. 

Karp purchases his ingredients from 


small, local purveyors 
near his weekend home 
in upstate New York. 

That means that the hon- 
ey jalapeno mustard 
comes from the farm of 
“a nice guy named Lou,” and the 
maple syrup used in the pesto hails 
from a farm in Prattsville. 

The menu, featuring 16 pressed 
sandwiches, offers unexpected choices 
like the No. 9: homemade roast pork, 
queso bianco (traditional Mexican 
white cheese), pickled jalapenos, 
cilantro, red onions and a roasted garlic 
spread. This pungent, creamy and 
spicy Mexican take on the panini, 
made with ciabatta from Park Slope’s 
Uprising bakery, has big, brawny fla- 
vors, yet the sandwich fits neatly in 
your hand. The more traditional No. 
13, with slices of ripe tomato, fresh 
basil, a slice of creamy mozzarella and 
a dab of pesto, slightly sweetened with 
maple syrup, tasted cleanly of summer 
tomatoes and basil. 

Union Picnic, another summer 
newcomer, which opened on Union 
Avenue in Williamsburg, offers 
“everything you’d want in a picnic 



basket” according to co-owner Aviva 
Wallace. 

Besides fried and rotisserie chicken, 
Wallace, with partner Suzy O’Brien, 
offers lunch and dinner sandwiches 
three ways: cold, grilled or as a hero. 
Union Picnic’s “It” sandwich, popular 
with the coffee shop’s hip clientele (the 
suede jockey hat is de rigueur head- 
wear here), is the grilled avocado 
Reuben, a spin on the traditional 
Reuben made with corned beef. Every- 
thing — the perfeedy ripe avocado, the 
Swiss cheese and sauerkraut — arrives 
hot and melted. It’s a delicious mess: 
It’s Oscar to the panini’s Felix. Try it 
with a glass of fresh squeezed, tart not 
sweet, blueberry lemonade. 

I’m looking forward to redoing all 
the sandwiches I’ve mentioned, espe- 
cially Le Petit Cafe’s No. 1 with its 
tangy mushrooms and salty prosciutto 
and Press 195’s roast pork No. 9. I’m a 
total freak for that sandwich!

gamut from film to video to anima- 
tion to computer-generated mixed- 
media work. Most are video shorts. 

They will be screened in a 4,200- 
square-foot space at 1 Main St. at Wa- 
ter Street. The space will accommo- 
date a 120-seat screening room for the 
programs and a space for featured 
filmmakers, festivalgoers and industry 
professionals to 
mix and mingle. 

“We’re making 
everything look 
good and feel as 
good as possible,” 
said Koury, the 
festival’s program 
director. “It’s not a 
privileged festival. 
We want people to 
come and stay, not 
just show up for 
their screening or their friend’s screen- 
ing. It’s more than a film festival, it’s a 
community that’s being built. 

“We have a lot of heart, just not a 
big budget,” said Koury. “When you 
come, you’ll feel the founders are 
there and are running the show. 
There’s no hierarchy. It’s based on vi-

sion and dedication, and that’s what’s 
going to make it happen — into the 
future as well.” 

Koury has a lot of empathy for 
straggling filmmakers, because he is 
one himself. He graduated from Pratt 
two years ago with a degree in film 
and video arts. His 57-minute docu- 
mentary, “Standing by Yourself,” about 
a “kid growing up in upstate New 
York,” did the festival circuit last year. 

Koury likens BUFF to the New 
York Underground Film Festival and 
Slamdance. 

“In the beginning, we were told, 
‘There are too many film festivals out 
there,’” said Koury. “But our point of 
view is there are too many films not 
being seen. We’re trying to showcase 


new works from new artists and not 
reguigitate the same festival films.” 

Koury has also sought out advice 
from the 5-year-old Brooklyn Interna- 
tional Film Festival, ran by Marco 
Ursino. 

“We’ve contacted them and they’re 
so helpful to us. We are two completely 
different festivals. There’s room for all 
of us. They started the same [low budg- 
et] way we did, and now they’re doing 
quite well,” said Koury. 

“We love New York Underground 
and Brooklyn International, and we’re 
connected with them,” said Koury. 
“And we believe there’s a need for a 
fresh viewpoint, and that’s what we’re 
trying to do.” 

Koury defines underground cinema 


as “making something out of nothing,” 
which also defines his non-profit festi- 
val operating on volunteer labor and 
their miniscule submission fee. Their 
free-spirited programming reflects that 
we’ve-got-nothing-to-lose attitude. 

The festival opens on Oct. 10 at 8 
pm with a program of short films ti- 
tled, “You’re Going to Die!” The fes- 
tival also has the world premiere of 
Steven Strauss’ “A.B.E. (Anorexic 
Boy/Ballerina Extraordinaire)” at 7 
pm on Oct. 11. 

On Oct. 12 at 2 pm, Rainer Frim- 
mel’s “Notes from the Basement” 
chronicles a middle-aged, Viennese 
bachelor’s tour of his apartment. 

At 9 pm, on the same day, there 
will be a program of shorts titled 
“Potty Talk.” (The films have irre- 
sistible summaries such as this one for 
“Jacob’s Breakup,” part of the “Potty 
Talk” program: “This film’s star piss- 
es in the face of convention. That is, if 
convention is wholly represented by 
Katie Couric. If this doesn’t whet 
your appetite, come see him bust his 
a — doing his own stunts. Quite a 
treasure.”) 

The scatological series is balanced 
by more intellectual fare on Oct. 13, 
at 2:30 pm, called “Deconstructing 
cinema: The work of Ichiro Sueoka.” 

The festival closes on Oct. 13, at 8 
pm, with “The Daddy of Rock ‘n’ 
Roll,” a Canadian documentary by 
filmmaker Daniel Bitton about Wes- 
ley Willis, a schizophrenic rock star 
and accidental genius. (For a com- 
plete schedule of the programs and 
parties, visit www.brooklynunder- 
ground.org on the Web.) 

Koury said the festival features 14 
filmmakers from Brooklyn, too. 

“We chose Brooklyn,” said Koury, 
“because we lived here, went to 
school here and we’re proud to repre- 
sent Brooklyn.” 


‘Last Supper’... again 

Due to popular demand , kitchen-staged show is back

T he Last Supper” is not over. Ed Schmidt’s successful din- 
ner-theater show, which includes a modem retelling of the 
Biblical story and is staged in his own kitchen, reopened 
on Sept. 13. 

The production is “essentially the same,” Schmidt told GO 
Brooklyn. He’s reworked only half an hour of the 105-minute 
production. And most of the changes come in the second half, 
which has been rewritten to support the ending better. 

“I’ve taken suggestions from the audience . . . It’s very much a 
give-and-take,” Schmidt said. 

Since the production opened last spring, Schmidt says it has 
taken on a double identity, attracting audiences both from within 
the Park Slope-Windsor Terrace community and as far away as 


Germany, England and Brazil. He believes the popularity of ‘The 
Last Supper” is due to word of mouth, as well as favorable re- 
views in various publications. 

The production has also come to the attention of academics, pro- 
fessors and theater scholars from the metropolitan area. As of this 
writing, Schmidt was expecting a writer on domestic theater from the 
City University of New York to attend an upcoming performance. 

If you didn’t get a chance to see “The Last Supper” in the 
spring, now is the perfect time to see what Schmidt is serving up. 

"The Last Supper" will be performed for an audience of 12 
every Friday and Saturday from Sept. 13 through Dec. 21. Per- 
formances begin at 7 pm.
